Just before 8 a.m. on Sunday, December 7, 1941, hundreds of Japanese planes made the surprise 
raid on Pearl Harbor. During the attack, which was launched from aircraft carriers, nearly 20 
American naval vessels, including eight battleships, were damaged or destroyed, as well as more 
than 300 aircraft. The surprise raid on the major U.S. Naval base near Honolulu killed more than 
2,400 Americans and, in short, brought the United States into World War II. 2,008 Sailors (1,117 
stationed on the USS Arizona), 109 Marines, 218 Soldiers, and 68 civilians lost their lives in the 
attack. The wounded included 710 Sailors, 69 Marines, 364 Army, and 103 civilians.
